2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-26 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for guiding 
a medical instrument having all the elements as claimed in combination with projecting on to the display device, a view field as seen 
from a known position of the tool in the reference coordinate system and projecting onto the displayed view field , indicia whose states 
indicate a spatial information of the target site with respect to the known position.
